The State is divided North and South almost in two ocinal parts by tlie 
metre gauge, B. B. & C. I. Railway lino, whose diroetiou is a! n )si tr.i r. East and 
West. The Nagda Mtittra Railway, a broad gauge section of the M. B. & 0. 1. 
Baihva5’-, including the Bayana Agra Railw.ay crosaes tlio moti'o gauge at 
Bharatpur and runs for about GS'/s miles in State territory. Tti ■> Sr.ite is bound- 
fid on the North by the Gurgaon District of the Punjab, on tl;o 'Wo.st by Alwar 
State, on the South-West by Jaipur, Karauli and DholpurSl it.vi an 1 oa tlio Ka.st 
by the Agra and Muttra Districts of the United Pi’ovittccs. The G moral aspect 
of tlic State resembles an alluvial plain, faii’ly well voeded ai d cultivated, witli 
detached bili.s in the North and hilly and brohon districts in the South nml low 
ranges In ji.crts of the Western and North-Eastern frontiers. Tlic State coveis 
an area of about 1903 square miles and has a ^oopnlation of 4,86.054 according to 
the Census of 1931. i- 

The normal Revenue of the State during the year was 2 '•,0.6,571 as against 
24,84,818, last year. The Stale pays no tribute to the British 'Jrovnrument nor to 
any other State.

Singhji, remained in Enropo fhronghout the year under report for reasons of 
health and cfluention. Reports received show t hat His Ifighncss’ health as well 
ns that of his hrother.s is improving and that satisfactory progress is being made 
with regard to education.

Siirimati Bibiji 
Sabiba (Senior) visited Faridkot in the month of October 1932 to participate in 
the bctrotbal core n ny of His Highness the Raja Saliib of Faridkol.

— This bank is in essence a Central Co-operative 
Bank Its only peculiar feature is that advances to State employees can also bo 
made from its capital. 

— The individuals owed Rs. B6,31i at the beginning 
of the year and Rs. 16,235 were advanced during the year. The total amount of 
loans thus came to Rs, 72,540. Out of these Rs. 32,240 were recovered leaving a 
balance of Rs. 40,300-8-6 at the end of the year.

The societies in the State are generally of the rural type with unlimited 
liability. The defects pointed out in the last year’s report have nearly been 
removed. Audit work has been completed and up-to-d,ato registers and forms 
have been introduced. In order to determine the exact position of the societies 
a classification was undertaken which has shown that there is not a single society 
which is independent and can do without loans either from the money-lenders 
or from the Central Bank. 23 societies only abstain from dealings with nioney- 
lenders, while 122 depend both on the Bank and on money-lenders. The remain- 
ing 21 societies were in an unsound condition. 


The above classification incidontly also reflects the real progress which has 
been made in the movement. The greatest drawback so far has been that no 
check has been placed on the reckless borrowing habit of the members. In 
order to encourage a spirit of thrift, a standard of necessary expenditure on 
various social occasions has been prescribed and the members are allowed loans 
subject to the usual conditions, up to the limits laid down in the above scale. 
One condition attaching to these advances is that no loans are permitted to be 
contracted from any other person on these occasions. It is therefore trusted 
that these advances will have the effect of checking extravagance and thus 
saving the members from indebtedness. Then again, in order to increase the credit 
of the societies, efforts have been made to induce the members to grow more 
timber in their holdings which in course of a few years will become valuable 
property. Finally, rules for the adjustment of dojjts prior to becoming a mem- 
ber of the society are under contemplation. In this way not only will the 
members be relieved of the old debts which burden them, but the movement will 
also cease to attract the opposition of the money-lending classes in its progress 
on proper lines.

B., Captain Kunwar Gobind Singh and 
Mr. Shyam Lai M. A., LL. B. I’e.spectiwely throughout the year. 

The Honorary Special Magisti-ates- 'Court was abolished as a measure of 
economy. The powers and jurisdiction’.of the Special Magistrate were increased 
from the II to the 1st Class. 

Original Criminzl. The total number of offences reported to and dealt by 
the various Judicial Courts of the State during the year under report was 2897 
against 2771 in the previous year. Of the 2397 cases, 755 were challaned by the 
Police and 2142 were instituted on (Complaints. 

The number of persons tried was 9175 against 7803 during the previous 
year-. Out of these, 1325 persons were convicted 4,139 acquited 2269 discharged 
54 committed to Sessions and 552 died or were not tried. The number of persons 
remaining under trial at the end of the yea.r under report was 836. 

The number of acquittals .and discharges during the year under report was 
6408. , j - 

Criminal Appeals. The total number of appeals filed during the year in 
the various courts was 253. Sentences were confirmed in 100, modified in 65, 
reversed or quashed in 61, further enquiry ordered in 6, 7 cases were referred to 
the higher court and 11 were summarily rejected. The number of cases remain- 
ing undisposed of at the end of the year was 13. 

Applications for revision in criminal cases. 191 applications for revision 
were presented to the courts of the Sessions Judge and the Nazims. ;

Almost all the de- 
jiartmeiits of the State were inspected daring the year underreport and .some 
irregularities continued to be lironght to light. These audits have resulted in 
great improvement in departmental accounts. 

The systejii of keeping aefjounts of permanent imprests and recoupment 
thereof introduced Last y'car has simplified and accelerated work to a I'omark- 
able extent.

It will appear that the normal income of the Statoshowed a further drop (of 
approximatelj’’ Rs. 1.80,000) ijoing only Rs. 23,05,571 against Rs. 24,84,818 in tins 
previous year. This was the 5th bad year in sncces.sion in the State. The mon- 
soon was -weak and ill di.stributed and there was an entire absence of winter rain. 
T’he revised assessment was also partly responsible for the decrease in r(3venne 
The low prices of raw produce further aggravated the lo3al conditions. Very 
strict economics had accordingly to be practised in expenditure, with the results 
shown in the above summary. The normal expenditure for the year, Rs- 20,74,00.5 
is tlie lowest for 5 "ear.s and represent.s the absolute minimum beyond which it is 
not possible to decrease withont loss of efficiency and deterioration of road.s, 
hiiildings, bunds, and other essential public worlw. 

Tlic year was, liowovcr, very good so far as the assigned revenues, were con 
cerncil, the total income in the year being Rs. 5,79,160 as Rs. 4,4.3,253 in the pre- 
vious year, meaning an improvement of Rs. 1.35,907. This income is considereil 
the normal income of the State under this head, though it has not boon realized 
for several years. Furtlicr .advance repaymonte of the Government loan to the 
aggrogate of Rs. 4,10,000 were made during tho year, the total advances now 
being Rs. 6,10.000 

Besides thi.s, tlic payments of interest and capital duo under the Amortiza- 
tion Scheme wore made as they lull due- 

The payment of liabilities including the Dohentnro and the Flood Loans is 
now nearly complete. With Rs. 73.090 paid under Ihi.s head, during the year 
the total payments so far made aggregate Rs. 55,90,987 and a sum of Rs. 40,000 
has been provided for tho remaining payments in the next year. 

Tlie work of weeding old accounts rocord.s started last year is .still in pro- 
gress and will take w.itli the present staff about tliree to four years more to 
complete.

The monsoon of 1932 was unfavourable in the North of the State, and fair 
in l.ho Sonthern area.

Few bunds in the North were 
filled; while in the South most of the bunds were filled or nearly filled. Another 
G inches of raiiifall would have been very welcome. The Bareta Bund catch- 
ment unfortunately had small rainfall and the volume of water impounded by 
the end of tho monsoon was only above ‘/j of the full capacity of the reservoir. 
The bunds and canals are in good order; Init further remodelling is necessary in 
man.v placc.s. Restoration of irrig,atiaii woi'ks is procceding-'steadiiy. 

The Tj. P. Government has decided definitely not to agi-ee to the construc- 
tion of a canal from the Main .-^gra Canal. ' 
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The construction ot a ne\v bund at Kliahwa is still under considerdtion/-
